Opposition on Nominations Likely 
in Estimate Board—Gilchrist 
Invites Criticism. 


The Brooklyn-Manhattan -Transit 
Corporation will fight the transit. re- 
adjustment ‘plan proposed by Samuel 
Untermyer, special counsel of the 
Transit Commission, all along the 
line. 

This was indicated clearly yester- 
day, although neither former Gov- 
ernor Nathan L. Miller nor- A. M. 
Williams, of counsel for the B. M. T. 
nor Gerhard M. Dahl, Chairman of 
its Board of Directors, would com- 
ment diréctly on the plan without 
further opportunity for study. 

As outlined by a representative of 
the company, the B. M. T. will fight 
the recapture by the city,of.its sub- 
‘way system, as proposed by Mr. Un- 
termyer, and will contend in court 
bast RMA MEGA ame Rebelela recapture until 
ten years after the completion of the 
Nassau Street subway, construction 
of which has not yet been started, on 
the ground that its. contract. with 
the city gives it trackage rights 
which the city cannot furnish until 
the Nassau Stréet subway is built, 

The B. M. T. also will oppose con- 
demnation of its. Sea Beach -and 
Brighton elevated lineg on the ground 
that such condemnation “would “be 
unconstitutional. It also will-oppose 
legislation fo™tondemnation,*<which 
Mr. Untermyer has suggested. Al- 
though ex-Governor Miller will con- 
tinue as chief B. M. T. counsel, it is 
expected that Mr. Williams will be in 
charge of the details of the prospec- 
tive litigation. 

To Appeal to Public. 

The officers of the company also 
intend to appeal to popular senti- 
ment, particularly in Brooklyn, 
against recapture of the B. M. T. 
subway system, which they assert 
would result in a disruption of the 
present Brooklyn rapid transit ser- 
vice and leave many sections with- 
out transportation to midtown or 
uptown Manhattan without payment 
of an additional fare. ‘The Unter- 
myer plan is not one of unification,”’ 
said a B. M. T. representative. “Tt 
is one of disintegration.”’ 

Another een which spokes- 
men of the B. M. intend to use in 
an appeal for "popular support 
against the plan is t the city can- 
not find the $196,690,000 needed for 
the recapture plan.

John H. Delaney, chairman of the

NO DISCIPLINING INVOLVED 


But Critic of the Service Says

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. — Secre- 
tary Wilbur today took official action 
on the criticisms against the Navy

Navy Department promptly a full 
and detailed plan for the reorganiza- 
tiin of the navy and the Navy De- 
partment.”

Order in No Sense a Reprimand. 


The order to Admiral Magruder to 
submit a reorganization plan, it was 
asserted, was not a ‘‘reprimand”’ in 
any sense, but a request for infor- 
mation. 

Secretar, Wilbur, in fact, praised 
Admiral Magruder highly. He had 
known him, he said, since 1885. He 
declared the Admiral had an excel- 
lent record throughout his naval ca- 
reer and had done ‘‘good work” at 
Philadelphia. 

“T am anxious to get the full bene- 
fit of his suggestions,’’ Mr. Wilbur 
added. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Wilbur expressed 
regret: that Admiral Magruder had 
not submitted his article in advance 
of publication, as, he said, it c-n- 
tained some misstatements and in- 
accuracies, but, he added, this would 
be ‘‘overlooked.”” Copies of the ar 
ticle were received from Admiral Ma- 
gruder today by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation and it was said.so far as this 
phase of the ‘case was concerned it 
was considered a ‘‘closed incident.’ 


Plan Would Be Closely Studied. 


The plan which Admiral Ma- 
grauder is ordered to submit to the 
Navy Department would receive close 
study. What would then be done

POULTRYMEN GAVE $1,000 


R. P. Walsh Took Cash, but 
Didn’t Help, Witness Says— 
Pensions Held Up. 


Two retired employes of the Health 
Department, both on the service 
‘thonor roll,’ were involved for the 
first time Yesterday by witnesses at 
the John Doe milk and poultry graft 
investigation before Supreme Court 
Justice Arthur 8S. Tompkins at the 
County Court Heuse. No action was 
taken as a result of yesterday’s de- 
velopments, but Justice Tompkins 
said that at the close of the hear- 
ings he would make a report indi- 
cating what cases should, in his 
opinion,. be presented to the Grand 
Jury. 

Hugh W. Taylor, former Director 
of the Bureau of Foods and Drugs, 
was charged. with having accepted 


‘gifts’? from ice cream manufactur- 
ers—one of $600 and two others of 
$100 each. Richard P. Walsh, for- 
mer Chief of the Division of Special 
Service, was accused of taking a 
bribe of $1,000 ffom members of the 
New York Live Poultry Commission 
Merchants’ Association to place more 
inspectors at railroad terminals dur- 
ing the poultry epidemic of 1924. He 
failed to carry out his part of the 
agreement but did not return the 
money, according to the testimony. 
Taylor, whose salary was $5,500 a 
year, retired on June 25, 1926. He 
was entitled, after twenty years of 
service, to a pension of half that 
sum or $2,750. Walsh retired Feb. 2, 
1926, also after twenty years in the 
department. ry was $3,250 
and his pension allowance, $1,625. Al- 
though Health Commissioner Harris 
has withheld the pension checks of 
both men since their retirement, 
neither of them has entered any 
complaint or taken any legal steps 
to obtain the money, it was said last 
night at the Health Department.

VENICE, Italy, Sept. 26.—England 
scored a runaway victory in the 
Schneider ‘Cup race here today in 
front of record-breaking’ crowds.’ Of 
six machines entered for the race, 
only two’ completed the course. Both 
were British. All three Italian ma- 
chines and one British were forced 
down by engine trouble. 

‘All’ existing speed records were 
shattered. Lieutenant S. N. Web- 
ster completed the 217-mile course at 
an average speed of more than 281 
miles an hour. He was flying a Su- 
per-Marine monoplane, with a Napier 
engine. 


The highest speed. over one lapj, 


was reached by Lieutenant S. M. 
Kinkead in a Gloster Napier biplane, 
with the terrific speed of 239.75 miles 
an hour. This is the highest offi- 
cially recorded speed ever reached by 
a human being.

He was running far behind the Brit- 
ish machines, however, his fast- 
est time over one lap being lower 
than Britain’s. worst. 

The race was lacking much of the 
interest which had been confidentl 
expected.. The Italians were force 
out so early that no real duel be- 
tween the two competing teams ex- 
isted. The whole thing was, in real- 
ity, a kind of an air exhibition of 
speed given by the Britishers. 

The British all performed brilliant- 

ly, however, and they treated the 
huge crowds agen to watch the 
event to a thrilling spectacle as they 
shot around the course with the 
speed of bullets. .They have.reason 
to be mag of shattering all records, 
includ those for land machines, 
with their seaplanes. 
‘Among the interested spectators 
was : Crown. Prince -Humbert.

PUPILS ARE TRICKED 
IN CHECK SWINDLE 


Sent by Strangers in Brooklyn to 
Stores for the Cash—Prin- 
cipals Are Warned. 


Several attempts have been made 
recently in Brooklyn to trick unsus- 
pecting public school boys into cash- 
ing fraudulent checks. Dr. William J. 
O’Shea, Superintendent of Schools, 
announced yesterday in a warning to 
principals to’ take every precaution 
to stop the evil. The police have 
also been asked to help. 

In only one case, Dr. O'Shea said 
had the scheme worked success- 
fully.

Suspicion was aroused in all cases 
but one, however. Investigations 
were made and the facts reported to 
Dr. O'Shea. He has asked principals 
to take such measures as they deem 
to end the practice and, if 
possible, to apprehend the culprits, to 
warn shopkeepers and advise chil- 
dren not to run errands for strangers. 


MRS. CARROLL BURNED

Body of Baron Will Be Laid Today 
Beside That of His Mother 
on Family Estate.

BUILT BY GERMANY 


6, 000-Ton Cruisers Said to Excel 
Larger Craft in British and. 
American Navies.

LONDON, Sept. 26:—That Germany 
despite the efforts of the framers of 
the ‘Versailles treaty has succeeded 
in building warships which in. pro- 
portion to tonnage are easily the 
most. formidable fighting craft in the 
world is the statement made by the 
well-informed naval correspondent of 
The Daily .News.. 
He gives facts and figures designed 
to demonstrate. that the latest. Ger- 
man cruisers Kénigsburg and Karls- 
ruhe, launched last year, could over- 
wheim cruisers of much larger size 
and are better than anything of their 
proportions in the British and Ameri- 
can fleets. _ 
The Germans themselves call. these 
cruisers wunderschiffe —wonder 
ships. Their hulls are built of spe- 
cial steel. combining. lightness» with 
great strength, and electric welding, 
used instead of rivets, lessens their 
weight. At high speeds the ‘vessels 
are driven by geared turbines of 
6&,000 shaft horse power working on 
high ‘pressure steam from six oil- 
burning boilers. At full power their 
speed is at least 32 knots but when 
the ships are ‘cruising they will run 
cn Diesel motors .and carry. enough 
oi! to travel 6,000 miles. 
Their armament, extraordinary both 
in power and distribution, consists 
of ‘nine 6-imch Krupp guns, firing 
101-pound shells at an extreme range, 


on high-angle mounting of 20,000 
yards. The guns are housed in triple 
turrets, three guns in each turret 
being loaded and fired together as 
though they wefe a three-barreled 
gun. At each broadside nine 6-inch 

rojectiles are discharged, and owing 
te their rapid rate of fire nine salvos 
can be fired every minute.

The Story of Kapuskasing. 


Cut out of the forest near the north- 
ern border of Canada, and standing 
as an oasis in a desert of tall uce 
trees, is the new town of 
kasing (in Indian, ‘“‘Bursting a- 
ters’’), soon to be complete in every 
detail for a community of 8,000 per- 
sons. This is the home of the Spruce 
Falls Power and Paper Company, 
Ltd. It is on the main line of the 
Canadian National Railway, seventy 
miles west of Ontario. 
More than 4,000 people are now 
there, more than half of whom are 
engaged in the construction of a new 
paper mill and power plant and in 
the development of homes for the 
new community. 

A trainload of enemy aliens was 
interned at» Kapuskasing im the 
World War. The first clearing of the 
forest at this point wes done by 
them. Soon afterward, the Kimberly 
Clark Company, paper manufactur- 
ers of Neenah, Wis., purchased from 
some settlers the rights to a small 
water power. After acquiring cut+ 
ting rights over a considerable area, 
the Kimberty Clark Company organ- 
ized the Spruce Falls Company, built 
a sulphite mill and started in a 
limited way the construction of the 
town of Rernsnetng, 

Additional timber limits up to a to- 
tal of some 4,500 square miles and 
further water power rights were ob- 
tained from the Ontario Government 
and in January, 1926, THs New York 
Times enteréd into an agreement 
with the Kimberly Clark Company 
te or, the Spruce Falls Power 
and Paper Company, to construct a 
paper -mill of 550 tons daily capacity, 
and to take its entire supply of news- 
print paper, which now approximates 
some 90,000 tons annually. The 
Kimberly Clark Company plans to 
take from the mill its surplus sul- 
phite production for use in its other 
plants. Thus the two owners of the 
new company become also its chief 
customers. 


Mill and Town Development. 


The mill, which wilt house four 
fast-running paper machines, will de- 
rive its power from a hydroelectric 

lant now in Opener at Smoky 

alls, on the Mattagami River, fifty 
miles to. the north. This hasbeen 
connected with Kapuskasing by 2a 
standard-gauge railway. If the pres- 
ent schedule of construction is main- 
tained the first paper should be pro- 
duced about a year from now. 

No small amount of the capital in- 
vested in the undertaking is being 
expended in the development of the 
town. A fireproof hotel is pains 
erected and plans for a hospital an 
a large community centre have been 
approved. A k, with rock gardens, 
tennis cou and curling rink, 
now lies between the river and the 
rows of new houses. A fine public 
school is nearing completion and 
streets of new houses are pushin 
their way back from the river fron 
into the large henge 

Across ths river from.the mill, 
the Dominion Government maintains 
a large experimental farm whose 
vegetables, eggs and milk supply a 
large part of the town’s require 
ments.

PARIS, Sept. 26.—Police statistics 
indicate that Paris chauffeurs are 
about as reckless as Americans de- 
clare them to be. In August 3,677 
summonses were issued t> drivers. 

Hilegal parking was responsible for 
@ fourth of the cases. About 560: 
drivers were sent befor~ the Judge 
for not having identity signs and 
numbers in order. Irregular circula- 
tion brought 250 summonses. Driving 
without licenses was responsible for 
220, while lack of lights brought 210. 
For not keeping to the right 172 
drivers were told to tell it to the 
Judge. Summonses were issued to 
166 drivers who could not show tax 
receipts and 165 to drivers who 
failed to slow down at street car 
stops, Smoke was responsible for 118 
cases and forcing barred zones for 
107. Surprisingly, only 63 summonses 
were issued for speeding. The most 
interesting figure in the lot con- 
cerns 61 cases of abandoned automo- 
biles. * 

Drivers of private cars received 
about 3,000 summonses, while taxi 
ehauffeurs drew only 500.

| Harris Acts. to Bar, Sales of Un- 


pasteurized Product. 


New regulations by the Health De- 
partment requiring that all butter 
hereafter sold in New York City be 
made of pasteurized cream were in- 
Ce ai by Health Commissioner Har- 
ris. 
Dr. Harris said that at a confer- 
ence at the Department of Health 
with Charles F’, Droste, President of 
the New York Mercantile Exchange, 
and Frank: G..Henry,. its business 
manager, he had asked them to meet 
him again to discuss the exclusion 
from, New. York of all unpasteurized 
butter,, which he said was a source of 
danger because of harmful bacilli. 
“T was assured of their coopera- 
tion, and I now see my way clear to 
getting a wholly teurized butter 
supply for New York City without 
increasing the cost to the consumer,”’ 
Dr. Harris said. ‘‘Some years: ago 
we depended largely on foreign mar- 
kets because the sources of supply 
here were scant and we could not 
demand pasteurized butter. The high 
tariff now excludes most foreign but- 
ter, except for occasional shipments 
from New Zealand and Denmark. 
Our supply in New York comes from 
a limited number of dealers, chiefly 
in the West, which makes the prob- 





lem much more simple.”’

Other National Council Speakers 
Urge Aid for Immigrants and - 
Working Girls.

' WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—An at- 
tack on ‘‘immoral’’ amusements was 
made by the Right Rev. Joseph 
Schrembs, Bishop of Cleveland, in an 
address tonight before the seventh 
annual convention of the National 
Council of Catholic Women. Bishop 
Schrembs declared that, while he 
“*had the utmost respect for the Jew- 
ish race,’’ there were to his knowl- 
edge a large group of ‘‘Godless Jews 
combined nationally and internation- 
ally’ in activities in the amusement 
world, the result of which--was to 
‘menace public morality. 

At the same time, he added,: ‘‘the 
right-minded Jews, of whom there 
were many,’’ were as much opposed 
as he to the conditions he alleged 
and he urged the Catholic women to 
enlist their aid in combatting con- 
ditions. Those of whom he com- 
plained, the Bishop charged, were 
breaking down Christian morality 
through ‘‘vicious’’ amusements in the 
theatre and elsewhere in the amuse- 
ment field, such as at Summer Te- 
sorts.

‘Dr. Aycock’s discovery is similar 
to one reported several years:ago Ly 
Dr. Simon .Flexner and Dr. Hide: o 
Noguchi of the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute,’”’ said Dr. Harris. ‘‘They  re- 
ported that they believed infantile 
paralysis was, due to a ‘filterab'e 
virus’—that is, a germ so’small that 
it would pass through any filter de- 

vised. These theofies have not’ yet: 
been verified.

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“MOST-FAVORED” NATIONS. 


In connection. with the. French 
tariff controversy certain spokesmen 
for: the State Department who, we 
must believe, are several removes 
from ‘the—true.fount..of authority, 
have been passing.out strange doc- 
trine to the Washington correspon- 
dents. According to these outgiv- 
ings, the whole trouble with France 
could be ended if she would only 
accord to the United States “the 
most-favored nationtreatment.” This 
is a phrase, or a clause, which 
has become conventional in treaties. 
It is intended as a kind of safeguard 
against discrimination by oné-coun- 
try against another. But it applies 
mainly to the rights of citizens 
abroad, to shipping and port dues, to 
consular regulations, to freedom of 
transportation, to equality in obtain-| 
ing concessions and things of that 
kind. It does, of course, apply to 
the enforcement of: tariff laws, but 
only so far as to rule out discrimi- 
natory duties. But it- would not stop 
the application of a higher scale of 
rates to countries, all in one class; 
that had refused to purchase spe- 
cial consideration -by entering into 
reciprocity treaties. For example, 
France: has just signed a commer- 
cial agreement with Germany, 
whereby certain French exports. are 
taxed lower by Germany, in return 
for a similar exemption accorded 
German products when imported 
into France. But the notion, which 
seems to prevail in some quarters at 
Washington, that we should have a 
right to the same lowered customs 
duties, if only we had a most- 
favored-nation treaty with France, 
is entirely, fallacious. 

Where ‘all nations standing on ex- 
actly the same footing are treated 
alike, there is no ground for com- 
plaining of discrimination. ‘The new 
French tariff has varying rates, the 
lower to be taken advantage of 
by, nations which make reciprocal 
treaties of trade, and the higher to 
be levied against all others. - This is 
perfectly in line with law and prece-. 
dent, and does not in the least go 
counter to the most-favored-nation' 
clause in general treaties. That 
always means—other things being 
equal. But in this tariff dispute they 
are not:equal as between what Ger- 
many has given to France and what’ 
the United States is not able to give 
her. We cannot claim the German 
privilege, unless we pay for it as 
Germany has paid. 

The point’ has been passed upon 
many; times in our diplomatic his- 
tory, and the drift of the decisions 
is all one way. Rather curiously, the 
question was raised by France, more 
than a hundred years ago, in connec- 
tion with. the exemption of British 
ships from discriminating duties in 
the ports of the United States. The 
French Government, appealing to the 
most-favored-nation clause in its 
treaty with this country, demanded 
the same treatment for its ships. 
But the Secretary of State, JOHN 
QUINCY: ADAMS, rejected the claim, 
declaring that “no claims to a favor 
“ enjoyed by others could justly be 
“advanced without granting the 
“ same equivalent with which the ad- 

“ vantage had been purchased.” The 
same principle has been many times 
maintained later. When Mr. LIvING-

“fere with special arrangements 
“ with other countries founded upon 
“a concession of special privileges.” 

Both the law and the practice be- 
ing thus well settled, it is obvious 
that we are in no position to ask 
France to concede to us tariff favors, 
80 long as we cannot grant them to 
her in return. The hard tariff nut 
which the French Government has 
laid on the doorstep of the Washing- 
ton Administration cannot be cracked 
in the way proposed by some of our 
amateur diplomatists. 


ZONING PROGRESS. 


Zoning has made astonishing 
progress in American cities. The 
latest Department of Commerce re- 
port indicates that three-quarters of 
the largest of them now have the 
benefit of zoning ordinances. Many 
of the smaller municipalities have 
followed suit. As the first compre- 
hensive ordinance was adopted, not 
without misgivings, by New York 
City scarcely a decade ago, the 
spread of this device for regulating 
a city’s growth is the more remark- 
able. Within the past year the im- 
portant Euclid case, in which the 
United States Supreme Court took a 
most sympathetic view of the prin- 
‘tciples of zoning, gave it great im- 


3 petus. States whose courts had been 


somewhat wavering in their atti- 
tude, like Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land, found in that decision renewed 
assurance. New Jersey, where the 
courts had miade difficulties, has 
just adopted a constitutional amend- 
ment making-the practice of zoning 
secure. > 

In American cities -zoning has 
been until recently in the experimen- 
tal stage. Its advocates did not 
want to press forward too vigor- 
ously until they knew how the pub- 
lic would submit to the restrictions 
and how the courts would regard 
them. The recent Supreme Court 
decisions—there have been three 
others since the Euclid case—may 
fairly be said to have brought that 
early phase to a close. Property 
owners in increasing numbers have 
come to realize that regulation of 
height, area and use redounds in 
the end to their own benefit. For 
equitable statutes there is no 
longer legal hazard. From now 
on zoning becomes mainly a leg- 
islative matter. It is bound to 
spread rapidly to those communi- 
ties which have not yet enjoyed 
its benefits. Philadelphia, Detroit, 
Cleveland, New Orleans and Louis- 
ville should soon be in line. © 

“New York City has a special’ in- 
terest in this movement, and a 
rightful pride in it, because she w 

a pioneer. Although Boston and 
Los Angeles had taken steps earlier 
to limit-the height of buildings, New 
York was the first to adopt, in 1916, 
@ comprehensive ordinahce. Under 
the wise guidance of men like 
EDWARD M. BASSETT:.and ALFRED E. 
MARMING enthusiasms ‘were kept

tempted at first. As Mr. THOMAS 
ADAMS put it in his article in Sun- 
day’s TIMES, early efforts “had to 
“take the form of a compromise 
* between* an ideal conception of 
“what was desirable to give every 
“room direct light and access to the 
“outer air, and a practical condi- 
“tion consisting of the land: values, 
“heights and densities that had 
“become established in the city.” 
Already we have'seen the results in 
setbacks and: towers, in protected 
residential areas and. stable values. 
We shall prohably hear more of zon- 
ing in its relation to density of 
population, segregation of use and 
relief from traffic congestion. 


STRICTLY NON-POLITICAL. 


Either the Solid South must be 
solid Anti-Saloon League territory, 
or the League will smash that so- 
lidity to pieces.

Now is the time of times to harden 
Democratic hearts against the work- 
érs of iniquity’ and to open Demo- 
cratic pocketbooks to insure the 
triumph of righteousness.

The 
old habit, instinct and loyalty would 
prevail. In some :Southern States 
there aré mighty. few Republicans 
for kicking Democrats to join; if 
they wanted to. In South Carolina, 
for example, a Dry preserve, The 
Charleston. News and Courier esti- 
mates the size of the State Repub- 
lican Party at 2,500 members. . 

Still, all venerators of the roman- 
tic imagination will love to think of 
Dr. McBRIDE and his legions parch- 
ing and marching on. The League’s 
“educational campaign” for na- 
tional political purposes requires 
only the modest sum of $500,000. 
The American Issue, voice of, the 
head centre at Westerville, Ohio, 
tells us—we quote from the New 
York edition—how neatly the non- 
political’ game is worked. The 
League can’t spend money for politi- 
cal purposes: 

In order to safeguard the political 
phases of prohibition, the Anti- 

Saloon Campaign Committee has 
been formed and will. be militantly 
active during the campaign.

DISARMAMENT AND SECURITY. 


The Assembly of the League of 
Nations adjourns amid far brighter 
prospects for the cause of disarma- 
ment than seemed possible a week 
ago. This was brought about by 
frank recognition of the fact that 
idst-Mbedaele) (er Mee) mmoltt-Rwest:Reel-jelammernetelel a 
be studied in disregard of the prob- 
lem of security. On the other hand, 
it has been perceived that the two 
problems must be separately studied. 
It was the mischief of the Prepara- 
tory. Disarmament Conference ear- 
lier in the’ year and of the Naval 
Limitation Conference which fol- 
lowed it that they attempted to deal 
with security in terms of armament. 
The result was that both meetings 
foundered in a sea of formulas and 
technicalities. The Preparatory Con- 
ference went in for metaphysica' def- 
initions of what constituted military 
strength and was soon over its head 
in natural resources, economic. re- 
sources, first line armies, reserves, 
factories, railroads, markets, curren- 
cies anid what not. The Naval Con- 
ference was lost in a swirl of cruis- 
ers, gun elevations and coaling sta- 
tions. The result was that in both 
cases the formula that spelled se- 
curity to one debater sounded very 
much like armament to another. 
This mistake has been avoided in 
the latest action at Geneva. Without 
feeling themselves secure the na- 
tions will refuse to disarm. Hence 
there has been set up by the side of 
the Preparatory Commission, which 
is to be reconvened in November, a 
Security Committee, which is to work 
in harmony with it but within the 
sphere of-what may be called moral 
and political interests. The Security 
Committee will devote itself to three 
aspects developed by various parties 
in the Assembly meeting: ‘the prin- 
ciple of ‘arbitration stressed by the 
smaller nations; the possibilities in 
that line already ‘contained in the 
Covenant of the League emphasized, 
among others, by Italy; and the de- 
velopment of special agreements be- 
tween directly interested nations in 
special regions, to which Great Brit- 
ain attaches such importance. 

Roughly ‘speaking, the initiative 
will lie with the Security Committee. 
If it can report to the Preparatory 
Commission ‘that progress has been 
made in the general field of arbitra- 
tion; that will make it easier for the 
disarmament - experts. to overcome 
otherwise insurmountable .“ tech- 
nical” difficulties. It is extraordi- 
pary how much simpler the ‘arith- 
metic of standing armies and gun 
power becomes if. you do. not .mis- 
trust the motives of the other man. 
Similar will be the effect if the Se- 
curity Committee can report that in 
the Covenant of the League there is 
already a sufficient answer to this 
or that particular fear of apprehen- 
sion. Similarly, it will facilitate 
action in the Preparatory Commis- 
sion by, let us say, the Italian and 
the Yugoslav delegates, if the Secur- 
ity Committee can report ‘a special 
arbitration or amity agreement. be- 
tween Rome and Belgrade. °

A gradu- 
ate of the Naval War College, he 
was advanced five numbers during 
the Spanish War “ for gallantry” at 
Cienfuegos, commanded a patrol 
force with the Atlantic fleet during 
the late war, and is at present com- 
mandant of the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard... : 

: It is intimated in Washington that 
Secretary: WILBUR ‘will ultimately 
overlook Admiral MAGRUDER’s broad- 
side. Congress is not likely to 
ignore it, for Congress cannot evade 
responsibility. Senator BorAH has 
expressed the wish that there was 
“a Magruder in every department 
of the Government.” Junior officers 
in the navy like a fuss about condi- 
tions that interfere with promotion. | , 
On the other hand, the fifty-five

South Carolina, accustomed for 
generations to look down upon 
North Carolina, has begun to realize 
that memories of greatness .in. the 
“days before the war” are not 
enough. to keep her abreast of 
her reborn northern neighbor.

She remembered with 
mixed satisfaction -and resentment 
how ANDREW JACKSON had made 
clear his determination to defy’ the 
South Carolina leaders of the “ nulli- 
fication” movement when he pro- 
posed his famous toast, ‘‘ Our’ Fed- 
“eral Union;. it must and shall be 
“ preserved.” To some of her cit- 
izens the fact that JACKSON'S birth- 
place was said to ‘have been. within 
her borders stamped him as a traitor 
to his native State. They were 
therefore the. more ready to accept 
the claim that he was born in North 
Carolina. 

Today South Carolina is begin- 
ing to look ahead. She has de- 
cided of her own free will that she 
has opportunities to offer the world, 
and that she has lands to be tilled, 
rivers to. be harnessed,.factory sites 
to be built—in short, that ‘every- 
thing which is, North Carolina’s is 
also hers, and that in addition she 
has room for at least three times 
her present population.

An: Economic Error. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to say, too briefly and 
sketchily for so vital a topic, that 
“Mr. Action’? Schwinges, promoter 
of work for the aged, shares with 
employers, the public in general, and 
even the Congress of this otherwise 
smartest nation on earth, an unfor- 
tunate viewpoint that is a survival 
in our primitive, passing anarchy. 

The argument is made, typically if 
not invariably, that employment 
should be furnished as a boon to the 
more or less employable. :That is hu- 
mane, and creditable to the national 
heart; but it is not a business view of 
the matter. We feel kindly toward 
the unemployed or those being men- 
aced by age or disability with that 
condition. But we do not seem to 
function to the end of calculating 
these people, ‘among whom I may 
soon be numbered after a half cen- 
tury of common labor, ‘in terms of 
their utility to the nation, in what- 
ever part or capacity they may be 
kept at work, however less cfficient- 
ly than in their vigorous youth—but 
in every case preferable, for our col- 
lective gain, to their idleness and 
degradation. 


Not only is the paid worker a bet- 
ter. citizen; he is a better market. on 
the payroll than as a panhandler or 
idle pensioner in any form. Our un- 
derstanding of human values has not 
kept pace with our technical, mate- 
rialistic achievements. The ‘‘fur- 
nishing employment’ attitude of 
mind is basically wrong. It is the 
employable person who ‘‘furnishes’’ 
the workmanship wherever we have 
the intelligence to so order our busi- 
ness as to take advantage of his 
uses for the general profit, inciden- 
tally including ‘his own. As it is, 
we have an established, even sacro- 
sanct, policy of chasing after alien, 
and otherwise undesirable; consum- 
ers for our “‘surplus,’”’ even imagin- 
ing that we profit by importing their 
cash promises to pay, rather than 
seeing that our own people _ shall 
have their work duly measured back 
to them in their net production 
values—thus insuring ‘a stabilized’ 
home market as a-tangible expres- 
sion of patriotism and hard business 
sense.

TRAPPED AT LAST 


“Black and White’ Team, Giant 
Negro’and White Youth, Staged 
100 to 200 Hold-Ups. 


ONE A- DESPERATE GUNMAN | 


Seized, in Brooklyn. With Only 
35 Cents as They Plan Theft 
for ‘Breakfast .Money.’ 


HUNTED MORE THAN A YEAR 


Squandered Loot They Got From 
Terrorizing Neighborhood Stores 
—Detective Captors Promoted. 


The ‘black and white’ team of 
ehzin store robbers, a negro'and a 
white. youth whom the _.police- have 
sought for more than a year, were 
arrested at 10. o’clock yesterday 
morning as they were about to com- 
mit a hold-up in Brooklyn. Both 
were armed. The. negro; whom the 
police regard as an especially des- 
perate criminal, told his captors that 
if he had had a chance to ‘“‘get the 
drop’”’ on them, they could never 
have taken him alive. The two ad- 
mitted they had committed from 100 
to 200 hold-ups in and about New 
York in the last fifteen months; they 
could not .remember. exactly how 
many. These had brought them, 
they . said, between. $15,000: and 
20,000 in cash, which they had 
squandered on dice games and ‘‘good 
times."”. When caught, they had 
thirty-five cents between them, and 
were counting on their.contemnvlated 
hold-up for “breakfast money.”’ 

A third chain store robber was ar- 
rested in Manhattan by a detective 
who interrunted him in an _at- 
tempted hold-up and caught him 
after a chase in which the police- 
man fired several shots. The. pris- 
oner is only 19 years old, and has a 
wife and child. He threw away a 
loaded pistol in his flight without 
trying to return the detective’s fire. 
The chain store clerk *whom he held 
up vesterday identifed hir: as having 
robbed him in another. store of the 
same chain only a ‘week ago. 


Special Watch by Police. 


Both captures were the result of a 
special ‘‘Monday morning watch”’ 
the police had put on all chain stores 
to protect the collection of Saturday 
receipts. They ‘were particularly 
anxious to:pick up the ‘black’ and 
white’’ team, because ‘it’ had begun 
operating in New York after the 


round-up of the Whittemore mob of 
hold-up men early last year, and was 
the only one bapa regularly in 
the city since then.. It had kept the 
chain store people in terror for 
oa especially on Monday morn- 
ngs. ; 

Six detectives of the Gates Avenue 
Police Station, in. the ‘Williamsburg 
section of Brooklyn, were patrolling 
their precinct in an automobile when 
they saw the negro and the white 
man:at De Kalb and Sumner Ave- 
nues. near Atlantic & Pacific and 
James Butler grocery stores. The 
detectives suspected the pair at once. 
At the same time the robbers became 
suspicious of the policemen and’ be- 
gan to walk hastily away. 

The detectives pounced upon both 
men, and Detective Harry Bilms 
seized the négro’s arms just in time 
to prevent him from drawing a .38- 
calibre revolver of Spanish make, 
which "he wore inside his jumper, 
tucked in the top of his trousers at 
theleft side. The trigger was cocked. 
It was what is known as ‘‘a quick- 

ull gun’’—if the negro. had had time 

o slip his right hand between the 
shiny brass buttons on his jumpers, 
he could have got the pisto} out in 
no time. The negro struggled with 
Bilms, trying to get the weapon, but 
another.detective hit him in the face 
with-the--handle -of his pistol, and 
then Bilms got the negro’s gun. 


*. Both Face Life Terms. 


No resistance came from the white 
man,. although he: carried a .45-cal- 
ibre automatic in the front of his 
trousers, under his coat. The detec- 
tives .took thcir prisoners to the

Gates Avenue Station, then to Police 
Headquarters in Manhattan, next to 
District Attorney Dodd’s office in 
Brooklyn, and finally back to the 
Gates: Avenue Station, where they 
were locked up preparatory to ar- 
raignment in court this morning on 
charges of robbery and violation of 
the Sullivan law..

Tall, stocky, powerfully 
built and with a.huge chest and 
arms, he impressed. every one who

Far from attempting 
deny his crimes, the negro gloried 
in them and joked with the police 
about them, laughing loudly as he 
did so. 

He told Inspector Coughlin that he 
had been a thief all his life, and had 
not done honest work for at least 
five years. “I just couldn't jhelp 
stealing, ever since I was a kid,’’ he 
said. ‘I. wanted to get my money 
easy.” He had traveled all over the 
country, from Florida to California, 
always living by thievery. He had 
had a white partner in Baltimore, 
but the white man had been killed in 
a fight with the police, after Mitchell 
had shot the bank teller. Mitchell 
escaped to New York. 

Induced Boy to Join Him.

He admitted that he had 
induced this boy to give up his job 
as counterman 'n a lunch room and

Two Thugs Seize Los Angeles 
‘Water Bureau Funds and 
Kidnap a Guard. 


BIND AND GAG 3 OTHERS 


One-Armed Custodian Is_ Carried 
Eastward in Car as Hundreds 
’ Pass the Scene, 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 26 (#).—Two 

armed men today seized the city 
Water Bureau’s payroll of $85,000 in 
cash, kidnapped its one-armed guard 
and escaped. . 
- The robbers -were disguised only 
with eye-shades and carried rubber 
balls and schoolbook straps to gag 
and bind their victims. The hold-up 
occurred a short: distance inside a 
seventy-five-foot stretch of | plate- 
glass windows, in front of which hun- 
dreds of persons were passing. The 
Water Bureau is located in the down- 
town district. 

Three officials were found shortly 
after 8 o’clock bound with the straps 
and gagged with the rubber balls, 
while the weekly payroll was being 
carried eastward out of the city in an 
automobile, together with the one- 
armed custodian, Fred Kimple, who 


was bundled into the robbers’ sedan 
and thrown out at Alhambra, ten 
miles east. 

George Pessill, S. F. Arthur, pay- 
master, and Glen Brockway, assist- 
ant cashier, arrived early to set the 
machinery in motion to pay off the 
checks. All three noticed two men 
sitting: behind a counter with eye- 
shades on and assumed they were 
employes. 

en the cashier opened the safe 
the two men were at his elbow with 
the ‘‘Stick-’em-up’’ command. Quick- 
ly one of the robbers scooped up the 
money, which was in denominations 
of $1, $5, $10 and $20. ‘The ‘other 
bound Pessill, Arthur and Brockway 
and left them on the floor beside. the 
cashier’s cage. Milton Fischel, an- 
other assistant cashier, found the 
bound men and called the police. -

Commerce Chamber Busy on Report. 

.The American Chamber of Com- 
merce in France is hard at work on 
a detajled report which will be pre- 
sented to the French Government in 
a few days. There is basis for hope 
that the report will be sufficiently 
convincing to warrant an extension 
of the period under which American 
goods affected by the new rates can 
enter France under old schedules 
pending negotiation of a new treaty. 

‘Special emphasis is being placed in 
the report on leather goods, electri- 
cal machinery, automobile parts and 
‘such specialties as razor blades and 
fountain pens. 

This, in the view of many, is about 
as much as can be expected from the 
French Government. To go further 
would —— their. chances of. get- 
ting something from the United 
States for certain French business 
interests in return for most-favored- 
nation treatment, and some members 
of the Government are believed to be 
urging firm maintenance of 
French attitude. 

They point out that there is little 
or no danger of a tariff war, for 
such a war could be fought on both 
sides of the Atlantic. Were President 
Coolidge, for example, to exercise his 
prerogative under the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber Tariff act and increase. by 
50. per cent. the rates on all French 
imports, France could respond by 
measures against American interests 
in France, notably American: banks, 
which are growing more important 
each year. Assuming that a real tar- 
iff war was under way, some French- 
men: hold. it would be possible for 
France to bar all American banks 
entirely: and take restrictive meas- 
ures against many American compa- 


nies. organized under the laws of

Would Affect Cordial Relations. 


Then on the diplomatic side a tariff 
war would seriously compromise the 
present very cordial relations be- 
tween’ the two countries—relations 
which the pilgrimage of the Legion 
did much to improve. 

Among those who are believed to 
favor a compromise settlement until 
a treaty can be arranged is M. Bo-

After scouting over the wooded 
hills along the.Genesee River until 
all possible retreats had been cov- 
ered, State Troopers spread their 
units over other parts of the State 
and Pennsylvania, and yesterday ob- 
tained information that led to Wag- 
ner’s arrest. Corporal George South- 
worth and Trooper Polaski of Troop 
A found him.on the farm. The sus- 
pect at first denied that he was Wag- 
ner, but when.taken before his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Hughes of Canton, Pa., he 
admitted that he was the-man want- 
ed. He refused to discuss-the kill- 
ing of the troopers. 

Wagner went to work on the farm 
on Sept. 15, dfter hiding and dodgin; 
about for a week evading citizens 
posses and police officials on his trip 
across the border.

Mr. Roosevelt palitely but sharply 
dissents from the contention of Mrs. 
Nicholson and her organization that 
Governor Smith favors “‘nullifica- 
tion’”’ of the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Volstead act. Such conten- 
tion is ‘‘a lot of nonsense,’’ accord- 
ing to Mr. Roosevelt. 

- The correspondence discloses. that 
Mrs. Nicholson wrote to Mr. Roose- 
velt for details of ‘his career so that 
something about Mr. Roosevelt could 
be included in a survey of Demo- 
cratic Presidential possibilities. Mrs. 
Nicholson sent: to Mr. Roosevelt a 
copy of The Woman Voter, the or- 
gan’of her organization, which con- 
tained an article by her opposing the 
nomination of Governor Smith by 
the Democratic National Convention.

The northern 
borough came in for some lively and 
felicitous consideration as the locale 
of George M, Cohan’s latest song 


and dance contrivance, ‘“‘The Merry 
Malones,” and Mr. Erlanger WAS ac- 
claimed for his handsome -new play- 
house which this dei maleate

It was, of course, the 
sort of occasion that is best de- 
scribed as typically Cohan, which it 
indubitably was. 

That canny showman is the author 
of book, lyrics and tunes. He also 
appears in the réle of a middle-aged 
Irish father—a part forced upon him 
by the death of Arthur Deagon in 
Boston—but that does not prevent 
him from interpolating the old-time 
—— dance steps and comedy meth- 
ods 

‘Last night his first appearance

But the show, a vivacious hodge- 
podge, is even more characteristic of 
its composer than the foregoing ac- 
count of its reception and sundry ex- 
ternal] features might leave one to be- 
lieve. Into the plot about a million- 
aire’s son whose love affair with the 
daughter of John Malone of .the 
Bronx has all the complications cus- 
tomary to musical comedy. Mr. Co- 
han has injected various satiric, 
erie touches that convince the 

tator it’s not on the level. The 
cliches of this type of entertainment 
are tossed off laughingly and with a 
sly wink. Things are turned topsy- 
turvy at the slightest pretext and the 
Irish stew is never quite kosher. 

This ridiculing of the time-tested 
story is chiefly entrusted to Robin- 
son Newbold, whose dyspeptic com- 
edy is perfectly suited to the task. 
There are several scenes of opéra 
bouffe in the Cohan manner, and 
choruses are devoted to the necessity 
of fooling the author and getting 
away with the plot. 

An attractive, but unremittingly 
sweet, Polly Walker, who used to be 
concerned in the Ziegfeld shows, is 
the leading woman, and the prepos- 
sessing Alan Edwards is the million- 
aire’s son. The players generally are 
capable, and all enter into the high 
spirits of the occasion. Several of 

r. Cohan’s tunes threaten to re- 
main in the memory, while others 
were forgotten with ease the moment 
after they were heard. 

The production, in ten scenes, 
makes up in lavishness what it some- 
times lacks in pictorial beauty. 

“The Merry Malones’’ thus seems 
headed for success. A popular price 
show, which at all times P provides full 
value for your money, it should 
linger for some months at Erlanger’s 
on the strength of the Bronx pat- 
ronage alone. And the residents 
there will like it, even when they 
discover fun is being made of them 
and, for that matter, of the whole 
musical comedy tradition.

The irate witness was Dr. Herman 
B. Philips, an X-ray specialist, of 9 
West Sixty-eighth Street. In his open- 
ing address to the jury last week, 
Mr. Niééll, attorney forthe Ford 
Motor Company, had said he would 
prove that Dr. Philips and Dr. Daniel 
Nishman ‘of Brooklyn, made it ‘‘a 
regular buiness’’ to testify in damage 
suits and that in examinations of 
patients in such cases they ‘‘found 
what they wanted to find.” 

Dr. Philips had been under cross 
examination by Mr. Nicoll for some 
time yesterday when, turning to 
Federal Judge Wiliam L. Estes, pre- 
siding, he asked ke RON to make 
a statement in_ his behalf.

Invites Lawyer to Corridor. 


As gs00n as he left the stand Dr. 
Philips passed close to Mr. Nicoll 
and invited him to step out into the 
corridor. Mr. Nicoll. replied: 


‘Don’t challenge me in court.”’ 

When _.asked what he would have 
said on the stand had Judge Estes 

rmitted him to make a statement, 

Philips rep lied: 

“Tt is a positive outrage that any 
lawyer, without basis or foundation, 
can take a doctor, or any witness 
of high attainments and respectabil- 
ity and tear his character to shreds 
with a total disregard for the rela- 
tions existing normally between 
dividuals; 

‘His statement that I make a reg- 
ular business of testifying in ape

BIG CONSUMERS OF GAS. 


Newspaper Printing Plants Listed 
Among Largést Users. 


‘Newspaper printing plants are 
among the largest users of manufac- 
tured gas,’’ says the New Jersey 
Public Utilities Information Commit- 
tee. “Although gas is really just 
coming into its own as a, fuel for 
industrial and house heating, it has 
been used for many years for prac- 
tically all of the heating processes 
which are needed in the printing of 
newspapers. 

“Both the lHnotype and monotype 
machines are dependent upon the use 
of gas heat. Every printing machine 
is equipped with a gas burner con- 
nected to the main supply. This 
burner keeps a continuous flame un- 
derneath a reservoir which contains 
the composition type metal. In this 
way, the metal is kept in a molten 
state all the time that the machine 
is in use. After the metal Has been 
made into type and used in the print- 
ing of the paper, it is cleaned and 

oo returned to the _ reservoir, 

ere it is again melted by gas heat. 
weanother important use of gas in 
the newspaper plant is made in the 
stereotype department ther the full 
pages are cast into a single block of 
metal. An impression of the original 
type: locked into page forms, is 
en under pressure upon a card- 
board composition matrix, previously 
dried by gas heat. Metal kept in a 
molten state in.a large gas-heated 
furnace is poured upon the matrix in 
a semi-cylindrical mold. -When ho 
metal has hardened the entire page 
is removed in a single piece ready 
to be clamped upon the cylinder 
press.”’

_ Gold to England Was Factor. 


One of the factors put. forward in 
brokerage houses to explain: the de- 
cline in the stock market. yesterday 
afternoon was the report that the 
continued strength of sterling in this 
market might. lead to gold exports to 
England.

The reason.advanced for the, new 
construction was that it would give 
a new east-and-west connection for 
the Pittsburgh-West Virginia. There 
was seen in the proceedings, how- 
ever, a move toward the establish- 
ment of a fifth great railroad sys- 
tem in the East. The New York 
Central,. the Baltimore & Ohio, the 
Nickel Plate and the Pennsylvania 
are intervenors in the case, and the 
Nickel Plate filed a brief today op- 
posing the application. It objected 
that traffic congestion would be in- 
creased in the Pittsburgh district. 


Mr. Taplin testified that he tried 
hearly two years ago to obtain an 
agreement with the New York Cen- 
tral whereby through rates could , 
established over the Saag, ome Why 
West Virginia, and over the Pitts- 
burgh & ke Erie, He said the re- 
quest was refused. He declared the 
new. link would relieve instead of 
increase congestion at Pittsburgh. 

W. A. Colston of Cleveland told

PERILS AMONG “CHILDREN 


President Kitig ‘Tells “Meeting ‘In 
‘Chicago 7,000 Minors Were 
Killed by Autos in 1926. 


: Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—That acci- 
dents will happen is an old adage, 
but. at the opening conference to- 
day of '5,000 workers for safety it 
was asserted that there was a way 
to avoid every accident and that 
the old ‘“‘bogey man,”’ the accident- 
maker, is now on the retreat. It 
was the sixteenth annual meeting of 
the National Safety Council, which 
has made warfare against the loss. 
of life and limb in factories, shops 
and elsewhere in the nation’s indus- 
trial life. 

The great cry of the accident engi- 
neers now is for better public safety, 
and that was the topic discussed in 
the message of Walter.G. King of 
New York, President of the Coun- 
cil, in his opening adress. It must’ 
be made safe to ride about the 
streets, and it must be made safe to 
cross them, he said. School children 
must be taught the lessons of safety. 
Accidents in the home kill thousands 
and must be prevented, he said. 

Mr. King said 7,000 children were 
killed by automobiles in the. United 
States last year and 140,000 boys and 
girls. were injured in the streets and 
highways by motor cars. 

“The deplorable fact is that practi- 
cally all of these accidents might 
have been prevented,’’ he declared. 
“One is ‘horrified at the ignorance or 
indifference which permits this need- 
less loss of life.. Seldom, however, if 
ever, in the history of the nation has 
any.. national . heed, short of war, 
aroused so quick a response as has 
been tae Fon the eee Soe safe- 
’ “Tt is fair to state that if the 
knowledge obtained from the present 
archives of our organization were 
carefully a to the known acci- 
dent hazards, 95 per cent. of all 
kinds of accidents would be elimi- 
nated. Our most serious task at the 


rant time is to get this informa- 
ion to the public.” 


Hazards of Flying ‘Discussed. 


The report of the committee of 
which Dr. Louis I. Dublin, statis- 
tician of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company, is Chairman, 
covered thé ‘accident’ situation from 
a statistical point of view and dealt 
generally with accidents on the 
streets and highways, in the home, 
in industry and elsewhere. 

Commenting on the hazards of 
aviation, the report points out that 
such factors :s unlicensed pilots, un- 
inspected planes and unscrupulous 
owners, none of which is present in 
the mail, or army service, must be 
eliminated before air travel will be 
popular. 

One is more likely to die of an 
accident between the years of 5 and 
14 than he is to die of disease, said 
Dn. Dublin. 

upplementary to this report was a 
paher by Harry F. Guggenheim, 

rsident of the Daniel Guggenheim 
Fund for the Promotion of Aero- 
nautics. 

Patience of inventors and the = 
sistence of scientists are eliminating 
aviation’s greatest hazards, Mr. 
Guggenheim declared. 

“While the airplane has made 
marvelous progress,’’ Mr. Guggen- 
heim’s paper said, “‘it is still lackin 
in safety from an aerodynamic poin 
of view.’’ The address was read by 
Lew R. Palmer of New York, a past 
President of the National Safety 
Council. Quicker take-offs, landing 
in smaller spaces, stability during 
engine trouble, greater knowledge of 
the weather and improvements to 
*‘ride’’ it, all are expected accom- 
Plishments of the aero-research 
worker, Mr. Guggenheim said. 

The scientist, however, should be 
aided by the lawmaker who can out- 
law overloading of planes, prevent 
foolhardy stunts and halt the incom- 

etent fliers from endangering lives, 

e asserted. 

Today’s session was called an ‘‘in- 
spirational’’ meeting, to imbue the 
delegates with a determination to 
face the greater tasks of tomorrow, 
when all in attendance will svlit up 
into sectional meetings. Thirty or 
more separate meetings are on to- 
morrow’s schedule, at which almost 
all branches of industry and public 
welfare will be dealt with from the 
basis of accident prevention. 


Safety Devices Exhibited. 


In conjunction with the congress is 
being staged a safety exhibit at 
which thousands of safety devices 
are on exhibition. They exhibit the 
latest development in everything to 
make for safe living. 

The State of New York has a min- 
fature community with moving peo- 
ple, trains, automobiles, lights and 
the like, the whole exhibit fixed up 
with the newest safety devices and. 
warnings. 

Industrial accidents yearly cause 
the deaths of from 18,000 to 25,000 
people, it is reported by the Safety 
Council. Even more ‘deaths result 
from home accidents, the toll. run- 
ning above 25,000. 

In industry it is not so much the 
building of safer equipment as it is 
the teaching of workmen how to be 
careful, the council’s report states. 
All of the sections are specializing 
this year on how to bring home to 
the workers how they can save 
themselves from injury and death. 

Altogether, accidents tc ~ 90,000 
lives in the United States last vear, 
that many men, women and children 
dying accidentally on the streets and 
highways, in other pu>lic places, on 
ships, in the air, at home and 
throughout industry, according to 
the report. No definite figures as to 
the monetary loss resulting from this 
toll is available, but the council 
states it runs into. billions of dollars.

‘PAID-UP’ CONTRACTS 
FOR HOMES ILLEGAL 


Developers Warned Against Death 
and Disability Clauses by State 


Insarance Heaa. 





Complaints have been received by 
James A. Beha, State Superintendent 
of Insurance, to the effect that many 


real estate development companies 
are issuing contracts containi a 
clause that in the event of a purc 
er’s death on-or before the deferred 
payments ar completed, the real es- 
tate development companies will de- 
liver to the survivors or to the estate 
of the purcnaser a clear title without 
further payments. ; 

“Tt has also come to my attention,’’ 
said Superintendent Beha, ‘‘that 
many development companies issue 
contracts wherein they agree that in 
the event of sickness or disability of 
the purchaser, payments on account 
of the purchase price are waived for 
the period of disability and the in- 
stalments considered as paid for 
that period. 

“Such a plan obviously contem- 
plates. the payment of money or its 
equivalent upon the death or disabil- 
ity of the purchaser of the property. 
This constitutes the transaction of 
life and disability insurance business, 
and cannot legally be done without 
complying ‘with the provision of the 
insurance law. Real estate develo 
ment companies are, therfore, di- 
rected to discontinue the issuance of 
contracts of such character. Con- 
tinued violations brought to the at- 
tention of the department will de- 
mand necessary corrective action.’’

The Board of Assessors, after 
many months of study and labor, 
has completed the $16,309,763 assess- 
ment for the Jamaica (L. I.) sys-

The announcement was made yester- 
day by George F. Byrties, President 
of the board. 

“This is the largest assessment in 
the history of the Board of Asses- 
sors,’’ Mr, Byrnes . declared, . and 
hearings on objections to the assess- 
ment will continue before that body 
“until all those interested have had 
opportunity for a presentation of 
their cases.’’ 

‘‘The cost, of these sewers, merged 

into one assessment list, amounts to 
$16,309,763,’ said Mr. Byrnes. ‘The 
Board of Assessors had to compute 
carefully the area of all property 
within the drainage limits of these 
trunk. sewers. If this area was re- 
duced to a 20x100-foot-lot basis, it 
would amount to 262,000 lots. Never 
before has the board been called 
upon to levy an assessment on such 
an extensive area. 
“A rough description of the area 
assessed can be stated as follows: 
Bounded on the north by the Grand 
Central Parkway, on the south by 
Jamaica Bay, on the east by the 
Nassau County line and on.the west 
by Van Wyck Avenue. 

“This large area has been zoned 
into various subareas, dependin 
upon the amount of benefit receive 
from the trunk.construction of these 
sewers. 

“The plan of drainage for this ter- 
ritory adopted by the engineers of 
the Borough President’s office and 
approved by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment consists of two 
sets of sewer pipes to be installed in 
each block. This is known as the sep- 
arate system of drai e. One set of 
sewer Pipes will be utilized to take 
care 0 e sanitary or house drain- 
age and the other set of sewer pipes 
will drain off the storm water or 
rainfall. : 

“The city’s policy to prevent the 
ollution of Jamaica Bay necessitated 

e construction of a large sanitary 
treatment plant at the head of Bergin 
Basin.

CREW TESTIFY FOR. HIM 


Master of the Mariatawny Says Man 
‘Maltmeated’ on Board Was Violent. 
and Ran About With an Axe. — 


After hearing the testimony’ of 
Captain Michael J. Crowley, one- 
time skipper, and that of four mem- 
bers of the crew of the American 
tanker. Manatawny, the Federal 
Grand Jury refused yesterday to rc- 
turn an indictment against Captain 
Crowley for ‘‘cruel ‘and inhuman” 
treatment of Fred Thomas, formerly 
his assistant steward and during the 
war an officer in the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers. The complaint against 
the captain was filed with the State 


Department by Sir Esme Howard, 
British Ambassador, following an in- 
vestigation of Thomas’s story by Sir 
Austen penne Bio Min- 
ister of Foreign Af 

Sir Esme, in his cormiaiok ‘to 

Secretary Kellogg, set forth that 
Thomas ‘had fallen in a com icn- 
way on the Manatawny, had burned 
his hands and right arm to the bone 
and not only had medical attention 
been refused but he - been 
drenched with cold water from a 
hose on orders of Captain Crowley, 
who, it was charged, was almost con- 
stantly intoxicated... 
Captain age *s story, which was 
corroborated b: omas E. Bush, his 
chief officer aboard the Manatawny; 
James icholson, chief engineer; 
Spiros Stamatis, second : engineer, 
and -Vergil Dare, ship’s cook, pic- 
tured Thomas as a maniac who broke 
out of the ship’s poe and threat- 
ened the crew with a meat axe. 

Captain Crowley said he took 
Thomas aboard use the man 
said he was starving and made him 
assistant steward, or mess boy. The 
first night out Thomas began to act 
so strangely, the captain said, that 
he was placed in the ship’s hospital. 
There he became violent, broke out, 
picked up an axe and ran about. 
While he was swinging the axe in 
an upper berth in the forecastle, the 
captain said; he was overpowered 
and locked up. 

While Thomas was in the hospital 
the second time, according to Cap- 
tain Crowley, one of the crew showed 
him an article in a Southampton 
newspaper about the escape of a 
Iunatic from the Isle of Wight. The 
description of the lunatic, e Cap- 
tain said, tallied with that of Thomas, 
bag oe) weighed about 200 pounds “3 
was very powerful.

Pr a broke.‘out of the - hospital 
again.

testified, a heavy sea was running 
and hands: had to be at their 

osts, so he had Thomas handcuffed

The burns on Thomas, the captain 
declared, were the result of his hav- 
ing a “fit”? and clutching a steam 
pipe as he fell. The wounds were 
dressed every day, he said, and at 
San Pedro, Thomas was sent ashore 
and treated at a hospital. At Porto 
Rico he was transferred to the 
steamship City of Freeport, which, 
the captain was told, was going to 
New York. Before Thomas was 
transferred, Captain Crowley said, 
he gave him a suit of clothes and $10. 

Dare, the cook, denied -he had 
signed an affidavit corroborating the 
story told by Thomas, as reported in 
the complaint filed by Sir Esmé with 
the State Department.
